INCENDIARIEA SENTENCED.

Hix. Lordship proceeded to tell the 
two criminals thoirdvom. Sir H, S. Ber-. 

Bowlsy, Crows 
Sulicitor ; ond Mr Sharp, K.C., and Mr 
Hatston, the advocate and tho solicitor 
who gave the prisoners tho benefit of an

- saauter has rum away from tho colony sinc, 
your arrest. Lvidently acting .in concert 

* with him you started o box-moking indus- 
try on tho firt Moor, and- thus you 
wero able to accumu'ate a Inge quantity 
of highly inflammable material on the 
first floor. Before you bad carried on, 

of pretended to carry on, that business 
threo weeks, you set firo to thone inflam. 
mable muteriata iv tho middle of the night 
whilo tho two fokis were at the theatre, 
and you were onthe floor alone, aud then 
aftor 2 a.m., having stayed long enough 
‘to neo that the fire had got a good 
“hold, you quotly went downstairs to 
slink away. You, Li Tong, gut sway tilt 
next morning, but o policeman arrested 
you, Chui Chong, as you left the premises 
and your hands and jacket smelt of 
korosene. ‘The matter was thon’ enquired
